Far Off Pinedo’s Course.

As a result of the exercise of the 
feminine perogative of changing her 
mind, Miss Fannie M. Haar was excused 
by Justice Hitz because of her 
conscientious scruples against capital 
punishment. About ten days ago Miss 
Haar was a member of the jury which 
returned a verdict of murder in the 
first degree against Malcomb Howard, 
colored, charged with the murder of 
a colored woman. Mrs. Green also was 
a member of that jury. Abner Siegal, 
counsel for Howard, demanded a new 
trial on the ground that because Mrs. 
Green was the wife of a Government 
employe she was ineligible. 

Upon being questioned in the Will- 
iams case Miss Haar surprised Assistant 
District Attorney George D. Horning, 
jr.. by amnouncing that she preferred 
not to sit in cases which may result 
in a verdict carrying the death penalty 
because of her conscientious scruples 
against capital punishment.

than 1,600 miles of open water con- 
quered before victory was grasped.

He left at 4:28 o’clock, local time, 
or 1:58 Eastern standard time. 

De Pinedo arrived here last week by 
easy stages from Montreal, after com- 
pleting his North American tour, which 
was marred by the destruction of the 
original Santa Maria by fire by a care- 
less cigarette smoker in Arizona. — 

A second plane was rushed from 


Rome to New York, and the intrepid, 


flier resumed his way. 

Ordinarily he had hoped to reach 
Rome by May 24, but his revised sched- 
ule calls for the end of the tour in 
two days. 


Was Traveling Light. 


In making preparations for the hop 
to the Azores, Dé Pinedo jettisoned his 
radio and other excess equipment, de- 
voting all available surplus weight 
power to fuel. Spare parts and other 
things generally regarded as necessary 
were sacrificed to the necessity for 
“traveling light.” 

De Pinedo is the second transatlantic 
flier to pass out from Newfoundland 
to the North Atlantic in less than a 
week. 

Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh sailed 
over St. Johns Friday, before he headed 
for the coast of Ireland. However, it 
is from here that the naval seaplane 
NC-4, made the first aerial dash across 
the Atlantic in history. That was in 
May, 1919. Like the De Pinedo flight, 
that attempt carried the United States 
Officers, first to the Azores and then 
to Portugal. 

Accompanying the aviator were his 
two companions, who in their stay here 
had worked incessantly to tune the 
machine to its highest peak. Shortly 
before the Santa Maria took the air 
they pronounced it in excéllent condi- 
tion for its last long hop before the 
European mainland is reached.

He declared 
that street railways are rapidly be- 
coming obsolete because of the in- 
roads made by automobiles and buses. 

_A merger of street car lines is un- 
doubtedly coming, and when it is ef- 
fected much of the public's dissatisfac- 
tion with the trolleys will be ironed 
out by more effective engineering, he 
declared. e main object’ of Mr. 
Sharpe’s talk was to place the ques- 
tion of oné-man street cars before the 
association. 

He explained that his company is 
attempting to' sound out the public 
on the subject of one-man cars, which 
he declares should be called “safety- 
cars,” in order that they can put into 
general use the de luxe cars of that 
type which are at present operating 
on the Wis avenue line. He 
pointed out that by “one-man car’ he 
did not mean the obsolete type on the 
Blevénth street line, which his com- 
pany will soon do away with. 


Hinder Vehicular Traffic. 


The de luxe models are much. safer 
than the two-man car, he said, and 
with the rear exits, are just as prac- 
ticablé. The only objection to them is 
that they do hinder vehicular traffic, 
he declared. The only alternative is to 
raise the fares to a degree commen- 
surate with the rise of every. other 
commodity that the publie uses today, 
he said. 

Mr. Sharpe made an impression : on 
the .association by his frank admit- 
tance of the defects of his company’s 
service, but. declared it: is impossible 
to do much better at: the present rates.

MUSEUM HARMONY 
NEEDED, SAYS ABBOT 


Acting Secretary of Smith- 
sonian Speaks at National 
Meeting of Colleagues. 


Need for greater cooperation betwéen 
the museums of this country was 
stressed by Dr. C. G. Abbot, acting sec- 
retary of the Smithsonian Institution, 
in an address at the opening session of 
the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Association of Museums at the 
Smithsonian Institution yesterday.

By military law, the Distinguished 
Service Cross is awarded to persons who, 
while serving in any capacity with the 
United States Army, distinguish them- 
selves by extraordinary heroism in con- 
nection with military operations against 
an armed enemy. ‘ 


Congressional Action Necessary. 


Under such ruling, Capt..Lindbergh, 
although an officer of the reserve and 
national guard, is not eligible for the 
cross, as the service rendered by him 
was at a time he had no military 
status, and because his distinguished 
service was not rendered in connection 
with military operations against an 
armed enemy. 


This, under military. laws, bars him 
from the Distinguished Service Medal, 
which is for members of the Army who 
distinguish themselves by exceptionally 
meritorious, service to the Government 
{in a duty of great responsibility, and 
to all enlisted men .of the Army to 
whom. a certificate of merit had, on or 
before July 9, 1918, been granted under 
provisions of previously existing law.

Confused, He Is Advised by 
Envoy to Join in Honor 
Aero Club Ceremony. 


CROWD IS ASTONISHED 
AT HERO'S SIMPLICITY 


Not a Showman, He Says, in 
Regard to Offers to Ap- 
pear on the Stage. 


By HENRY WALES. 
(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Paris, May 23.—Capt. Charles A. 
Lindbergh is a King of France and a 
potential millionaire tonight. 

He has received offers from the 
movies, radio, stage, contracts for 
Speeches, lectures, indorsements, testi- 
monials and additional prize money. 

In addition to that the young Amer- 
ican has been kissed by President Gas- 
ton Doumergue, is a chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor, with a big red rib- 
bon on his lapel, is an honorary mem- 
ber of the International League of Avi- 
ators, a charter member of the New 
York Bar and has a free annual pass 
on the Paris subway system; also a 
card authorizing him to travel first 
Class on all the French railways on 
a second .class ticket. 

Tonight George V., King of England. 
invited him to visit England and also 
sent him congratulations on his flight. 


Dodges One Kissing. 


Even the meticulous Premier Poin- 
care, chief of the government, showed 
enthusiasm in welcoming Capt. Lind- 
bergh this afternoon, with the finance 
minister leaping forward, evidently in- 
tending to. kiss the pilot, when Lind- 
bergh stuck out his hand and shook 
hands. 

For the first time in his life Capt. 
Lindbergh drank champagne this after- 

oon and it was to his mother’s 

ealth that he did it. It happened at 

the French Aero Club reception for 
the Yankee monarch of the skies, with 
the greatest French aces and figures 
of the political world standing around 
gaping with admiration for the fair- 
haired boy of 25. 

Even the greatest of them were 
deeply touched by Capt. Lindbergh’s 
decision to appear for his first public 
reception at their historic clubhouse 
at Rue Francois I, whose walls are 
lined with the names of Frenci bird- 
men, dead and alive, who made avia- 
tion history. So they made it a big 
event. 


Cabinet Members Laud Him. 


Pelletier Doisy, Costa Rignot, Drou- 
pin, Sadi Le Cointe, the greatest of 
the great, turned out and were child- 
lishly happy when Lindbergh was even 
willing to scratch his name on their 
cards. 

Paul Painleve, minister of war; Minis- 
ter of Labor Fallieres, M. Vincent- 
Laurent and M. Eynac, former air 
minister, lauded him to the skies as the 
man who beat the birds, who did a 
thing that, in the words of the culti- 
vated M. Painleve, “aside from material 
aspects is an esthetic triumph, a thing 
so beautiful that it has gone straight 
to the heart of the world as only beauty 
can.” 

But the salvo of popping champagne 
corks brought the orgy of superlatives 
to an end. Paul Claudel, France’s poet 
Ambassador to Washington, raised his 
glass and said both in English and 
French: 

“Let us drink to the happiest woman 
in America—the mother of this boy.” 

A bewigged, silken-clad lackey, bow- 
ing low, tendered Capt. Lindbergh 
slender stemmed glass, its delicate cup 
brimming with the bubbling: juice. The 
mob of guests roared their approval, 
rushed to the buffet and snatched 
glasses to quench thirsts generated in, 
the packed hall. 


Drink It, Says Herrick. 


But Lindbergh, hot, uncomfortable 
and nervous as a cat, for the first time 
after being deluged all afternoon with 
torrents of language, did not under- 
stand, and held his glass helplessly, 
looking toward Ambassador Herrick for 
signals. 

“Oh, go ahead and drink it,” whis- 
pered the Ambassador. “A toast to 
your mother is only indirectly to you, 
so there is no reason why you shouldn’t 
drink.” 

So thus it was that Capt. Lindbergh 
drank his first glass of champagne to 
his mother’s health. He seemed to like 
it, sipping it in a tentative sort of 
way, while the delighted Gauls, bird- 
men, politicians and society women— 
the latter thrilled almost to distraction 
over the “charmant American’’—grinned 
with delight over the young hero’s first 
baptism of grape. 

In contrast with the thrilling Latin 
eloguence, Capt. Lindbergh, pulling 
himself together and resisting the at- 
tempts to hoist him on the table, in 
the midst of a pile of pastry, spoke 
simply and movingly. 


Sympathy for Nungesser. 


“I can not begin to express my feel- 
ings,” he said. “I won't try. But 1 
do want to express America’s sympathy 
for Capts. Nungesser and Coli, who were 
lost in a far greater attempt than mine: 
For the trip from Paris to New York 
is a more daring project on account of 
the atmospheric conditions. Theirs 
was the greatest attempt of all.” 

That was all. The crowd was hushed 
with astonishment at the gallant sim- 
plicity, then broke into hewls of ap- 
proval. Pelletier Doisy, standing be- 
side the correspondent, gulped, “Oh, 
cest beau ca cest vraiment beau ce 
quil dit (Fine, that is fine, what he is 
saying).” 

Twice they had to drag him to the 
window in hopes of stilling the clamor 
from the thousands in the street out- 
side, but this only succeeded in rousing 
them to further hysteria.

—those built in 1896 and in 1903 ky 
Prof. Samuel Pierpont Langley. Here 
also are the NC-4 the first American 
plane to cross the Atlantic; the Army 
plane in which McCready and Kelly 
made the first nonstop transcontinen- 
tal flight; the Chicago, flagship of the 
round-the-world squadron; the ancient 
Wright craft. first plane ever owned by 
the Army; the flagship of the Alaskan 
squadron, the plane used on the West- 
ern front by Col. William Mitchell and 
séveral other famous war planes, and 
the Berliner helicopter. 


Langley’s Plane Flew 3,000 Feet. 


The plane which Prof. Langley built 
in 1896 and which was equipped with 
a steam engine was catapulted over the 
Potomac River that year and flew 3,000 
feet. However, it carried no pilot. 

The. 1903. plane carrying ‘a pilot 
started off, but quickly settled in the 
water. The derisive laughter that arose 
after this disaster -is said to have 
broken: poor old Langley’s heart and 
to have led to his death. : 

This same plane, however, was taken 
aloft at Hammondsport, N. V. in 1915 
by. Glenn H. Curtis; a fact which is 
pointed to by Langley’s friends as 
proof that the plane. was the first ever 
built “capable” of flying under its own 
power and carrying a man. 

The first plane actually to fly with a 
man aboard was the one built by the 
Wright brothers, who received much 
help and advice from Prof. Langley. 
The. Wright brothers achieved this feat 
in 1903, several months after Langley’s 
plane had fallen into the Potomac. 


Held First Real Plane. 


The placard under, Langley’s 1903 
plane says that tke strange-looking 
machine was, in the opinion of many 
most competent to judge, “the first 
heavier-than-air craft capable of 
Sustained free flight under its own 
power. carrying a man.” It points out 
that the Langley plane antedated the 
plane of the Wright brothers. 

When -the Wright brothers were given 
the. coveted Langley medal by the 
Smithsonian Institution in 1909, ac- 
cording to Smithsonian officials. they 
praised Prof. Langley lavishly, saying 
that he had put them “on the right 
track.” 

In -1914 the Wright brothers sued 
Glenn H. Curtiss on the ground that 
he. had infringed on several of their 
patents. Curtiss retaliated by saying 
they had borrowed most of their ideas 
from Langley. 

Out of this quarrel, according to 
Smithsonian officials, grew the decision 
of the Wright brothers to change their 
mind about giving their first plane to 
the Smithsonian Institution, and to 
give it instead to the British Museum. 
Prof. Langley had been secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 


Cable Sent Lindbergh.

San Antonio, Tex., May 23 (By A. P.). 
Army’s nonrigid dirigible TC-10-243 
was wrecked here today as it was pre- 
paring to take the air for a return 
flight to Scott Field, Belleville, Iil., 
after participatin ; in the joint air and 
land maneuvers in-this area last week.

Doubt over the 
outlook was expressed in a prel 
report sent to yesterday’s conference 
by Ray M. Collins, of Tulsa, recently 
chosen as an umpire to work out a 
program for curtailment of a flow of 
oll in Southwestern fields, which is 
looked upon by the 
amounting to serious overproduction. 


Melion’s Stand Not Disclosed. 


To what extent the withdrawal of 
the Gulf company may reflect the per- 
sonal opinions of Secretary Mellon re- 
mains undisclosed. Secretary Work, 
who is head of the Government’s Oil 
Conservation Board, told the confer- 
ence yesterday that Federal officials

The Shipping Board’s operating ex- 
nse cost is $13,033,000 for the first 
nine months of the present fiscal year, 
beginning July 1, 1926. The expense 
for the same period in 1926 was $14,- 
850,000, and in 1925 was $23,680,000. In 
other words, the operating expenses for 
the nine months ended March 31 are 
$1,800,000 less than for the same period 
in the preceding year. 

This reduction is emphasized by the

Resolutions Are Unanimously 
Adopted, Soviet Abstaining 
on Some Ballots. 


Geneva, May 23 (By A. P.).—Having 
framed an economic code, which it is 
hoped will cure the economic ills 
caused by the world war, and having 
welcomed the Soviet Union into world 
coopetation in commercial matters, the 
international economic conference ad- 
journed tonight with the opinion gen- 
erally expressed that it had been a 


The Soviet delegation adhered to its 
promise to abstain from voting on mat- 
ters which it felt were contrary to com- 
munist doctrine, and thus permitted 
the unanimous acceptance of all res0- 
lutions presented today before the ses- 
sions. 

Valerian Obelinsky Ossinsky, the 
Soviet delegate, at the last moment 
took a shot at the League of Nations, 
which had invited the Russians to the 
conference, declaring that the Soviet 
representatives were unable to subscribe 
to the program for future league eco- 
nomic activities because they still con- 
sidered the league “an instrument of 
capitalism and a cloak of imperialist 
nations for crushing weaker nations.” 


Holds to Its Principles. ° 


M. Ossinsky declared that the adher- 
ence of the Soviet delegates to the 
resolution, approved by the conference, 
that nations should collaborate- eco- 
nomically irrespective of their economic 
systems, did not imply that the Soviet 
renounced any of its fundamental 
principles. 

Undoubtedly the United States, and 
possibly also Russia, will be invited to 
be represented on the permanent league 
economic committee, which will be re- 
organized and enlarged so as better to 
carry on the program of economic re- 
form outlined by the conference. 

The conference recommended to the 
league council that the best way to 
perpetuate its work was to reconstitute 
its economic committee along the lines 
of the special committee, which pre- 
pared the present conference. This 
would mean that the United States, 
Russia and also world labor and agri- 
cultural groups would be asked to ap- 
point delegates to the new organism. 


U. 8. Deal With Soviet Denied.

(By the Associated Press.) 
Although of a family that had won 
fame and fortune in railroads, and 
born February 27, 1850, in the railroad 
city of Oneonta, N. Y., Mr. Huntington 
did not inclin@ toward railroading when 
he ‘was ready to enter business. He 
went into the hardware business in 
that city when a mere boy, and next 
engaged in the lumber and logging 
business at St. Albans, W. Va. It was 
here that his uncle first took notice 
of the young man’s ability and named 
him as superintendent of construction 
of the Huntington line, then being 


rconstructed from Louisville. to New 


Orleans. The railroad became known 
as the Chesapeake, Ohio & South- 
western. Later Henry Edwards Hunt- 
ington became superintendent and re- 
ceiver of the road. 
In 1886 he became vice president and 
general manager of the Kentucky Cen- 
tral Railway, and in the next few years 
held the posts of vice president and 
general manager of the Elizabethtown, 
Lexington & Big Sandy Railroad and 
vice president and general manager of 
the Ohio Vt ley Railroad. 


_ Joined Southern Pacific. 


In 1892 he became connected with his 
uncle’s greatest railroad system—the 
Southern Pacific—taking the position 
of assistant to the president. He re- 
mained in that position until 1900-and 
eventually became vice president of 
the line. 
fe acquired the San Francisco Street 
Railway. This he sold in. 1898 and 
bought into the Los Angeles Street 
Railways, and eventually acquired all 
the street railways of that city. He 
then turned to the development of in- 
terurban railways in southern Califor- 
nia, acquired a group of them which 
he merged into the Pacific Electric 
Railway. -d later sold it to the South- 
ern Pacific. This system was valued at 
more than $100,000,000. 
Mr. Huntington became financially 
interested in many of the principal 
railroads throughout the count-vy, and 
at one time is said to have been direc- 
tor in more than 40 lines. He also 
served as president or director in many 
other corporations and companies en- 
gaged in real estate, land improvement 
and development, transportation, bank- 
ing, power and lighting and lumbering. 
Among the rarest items in the 
Huntington collection are the original 
manuscript of Benjamin Franklin’s 
autobiography, believed to be, aside 
from the manuscript of the Dec'ara- 
tion of Independence and that of 
the Constitution, the most precious 
of American manuscripts; the single 
copy extant of thé fourth edition 
of Shakespeare’s first work, 
and Adonis,” bought for the 
ington collection in 
record price of $75,000; 
manuscript of Chaucer’s “Canter- 
bury Tales,” commonly reckoned 
the most precious manuscript in 
the English language; the forty-two 
line Latin Bible, bought for $50,000 
at the Hoe sale in 1911; a copy of the 
1660 edition of the laws of Massachu- 
setts; a copy of the first book ever 
printed in the English language.

AGAINST BONE-DRY ACT 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 23 (By A. P.). 
Reconsideration of legislative phases of 
prohibition was urged upon Gov. Ed. 
Jackson today by Attorney General Ar- 
thur L. Gilliom, who pointed out that 
whisky unlawfully obtained had been 
used in the treatment of the governor’s 
wife in her recent serious illness. 

In a letter. to the governor, the at- 

torney general urged him to recom- 
mend to the next legislature that it 
amend the Wright bone-dry law passed 
two years ago, to permit the use of 
whisky under proper precautions for 
medicinal p , 
“We must bring about a better en- 
forcement of the liquor law before we 
start tearing it down,” was the reaction 
of E. S. Shumaker, superintendent of 
the Indiana Antisaloon League. Shu- 
maker said that whisky possesses no 
medicinal qualities which pure grain 
alcohol does not have. Sale of the lat- 
ter by registered pharmacists upon phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions is permitted, but 
whisky or other intoxicants are barred 
for all purposes. 

Gilliom, after pointing out that a 
year ago he had been forced to obtain 
whisky for treatment of his sons, ill of 
typhoid fever, just as the governor had 
done when his wife had pneumonia, 
said: 

“You and 1 procured the needed 
whisky from friends who were secretly 
preserving it for just such anticipated 
emergencies in their own households, 
risking all the while discovery and im- 
prisonment because of such mere pos- 
session. We had a natural right, indeed 
@ supreme duty, to save the lives of our 
dear ones by any means available, Just 
as the lowliest and poorest citizen had 
a right equally precious to him and a 
duty no.less compelling. No govern- 
ment and ro law can justly interfere 
‘with that right and duty. 

“The National Government and the 
national prohibition act recognize that 
there is right and duty. The govern- 
ment of the State of Indiana and her 
prohibition statutes do not.”

NICARAGUA—MEXICO NEXT. 
All of the revolutionary and guerrilla 
forces in Nicaragua have delivered up 


— &e@ roy 


__ their arms, according to Henry L. Stim- 


son, former Secretary of War, who re- 
ported pérsonally to President Coolidge 
yesterday the result of his errand to 
Nicaragua. Even the band that recently 
elashed with American Marines, result- 
ing in the death of Capt. Buchanan, has 
given up its arms. It is not expected, 
therefore, that there will be further dis- 
orders. 

Peace in Nicaragua followed the severe 
defeat of the revolutionists and the notice 
served by Mr. Stimson that if they did 
hot deliver up their arms they would be 
disarmed by the American Marines. At 
the same time Mr. Stimson gave the 
promise of President Coolidge that the 
United States would supervise the Nica- 
raguan presidential election in 1928. 
The futility of standing out against the 
American forces and the assurance of 
fair elections enabled Gen. Moncada to 
abandon the field without admitting that 
he had been defeated. He seems to have 
been anxious to save his face, to which 
the United States has no objection what- 
‘ever. But he seems also to have been a 
brave fighter, something that can not be 
said of the rebel leader, Sacasa, who re- 
mained safely in his Puerto Cabezas re- 
treat, virtually protected by Admiral 
Latimer. 

Sacasa, it appears, was more or less 
of a figurehead. Behind him were strong 


and sinister figures, Mexican and Nica- 


raguan, who conspired with Mexican 
money and arms to destroy the liberty of 
Nicaragua. The revolutionists admitted 
that they had obtained $1,000,000 from 
Mexican sources, but the American 
authorities have reason to believe that 
the total was nearer $4,000,000. 

This money was robbed, of. course, 
from the Mexican people, and all of it has 
been sunk in the harebrained attempt to 
set up communism in Nicaragua. The 

-squandering of this money accounts in 
part for the shortage in Calles’ treasury, 
where, on May 6, only 18,000 pesos re- 
mained with which to pay the army. 
Mexican private soldiers are without pay. 
They will not serve long unless paid. In 
the meantime the Mexican states of 
Jalisco, Guanajuato, Michoacan, Zacate- 
cas, Durango, Morelos and San Luis Po- 
tosi are honeycombed with revolutionists 
who are gathering strength daily. 

An era of frightful disorder and blood- 
shed is impending in Mexico. The mad- 
ness of the present regime must run its 
course until the people overthrow it. -The 
government’s lack of the sinews of war, 
which is becoming so manifest, will pow- 
erfully aid the people to throw off the 
Calles incubus by winning the army over 
to the side where its sympathies really 
lie. Rumors are circulated to the effect 
that a desperate effort is being made by 
the Calles government to borrow money 
in the United States;-but the American 
who would risk money on the permanence 
of the Calles regime is blind indeed.

“It’s just one joy after another,” he said, 
referring to the Legion of Honor, “and this is 
one of the greatest.” 

The superlative reward will be the presenta- 
tion to him of the Congressional Medal of 
Honor, together with the thanks of Congress. 


THE UNIVERSAL CURE. 


Important and able as is the membership 
of the American Medical Association, the con- 
vention of which has just been brought to a 
close, it must be remembered that elsewhere 


in the world other physicians whose nationality 
precludes their membership in the American 
body are making equally important and far- 
reaching discoveries. Dr. De Fennis, for in- 
stance, a Parisian whose practice has been 
mostly in Indo-China and other French col- 
onies, is authority for the statement that the 
fear of disease, microbes and other ills and 
bugaboos is man’s worst malady. He con- 
siders the malady so important that he has 
given it a name—hyperbygienitis. In support 
of the assertion he points to the people to 
whom he has been ministering, who, he says, 
are in such a state of terror, worrying over 
ailments that did not seem dangerous until 
science began to teach their terrors that they 
refuse to eat strawberries, fish, oysters and 
other foods or to drink wine; because they 
have been warned of possible infection. 

Then along comes Dr. Peter Fowler, an 
English physician, who recently told the 
British Medical Association that there is no 
disease for which golf is not a remedy. He 
claims that he has seen men.with the worst 
type of valvular diseases of the heart kept 
alive by their interest in the game, and by the 
fresh air into which golf takes them. Only 
the very young and the very old, according to 
Dr. Fowler, are injured by too large a dose 
of athletics—to every one else, sports, par- 
ticularly golf, is both tonic and cure. 

An analysis of the two statements can bring 
but one conclusion, namely, the chances are 
that you are not sick, and whether you are 
or not, golf can effect the cure. Tables are 
reversed; the cure no longer is worse than 
the ailment. How comforting it all is! 


JAZZ MARRIAGES. 


Yet another individual, this time an English 
magistrate, has come forth with a solution- 
of the hasty marriage problem. Declaring 
that the “‘jazz age has jazzed up marriage,” 
this gentleman urges the establishment 
throughout Great Britain of advisory bureaus 
for engaged couples. Similar premarriage bu- 
reaus, where suggestions and advice are 
handed out gratuitously, have been operated 
successfully in Germany, he says, and if Ger- 
man youth can be guided through the grand 
passion to successful, happy and lasting mar- 
riage, English lovers also could be led to the 
ideal nuptial state. 

The suggestion follows closely the, enact- 
ment by the California Legislature of a bill 
described during the session as designed to 
prevent “gin marriages.” 
State has closed the door to elopers and others 
who would marry in haste by requiring couples 
to give three days’ notice of their intentions 
before they can obtain the necessary license. 

Of the two suggestions, that of the English 
justice seems to be the more wise, although 
both attempt to control an effect rather, than 
its cause. Hasty marriages, while usually the 
result of a passing whim or fancy, are not 
that easy to control; The trouble lies not so 
much in the contracting parties as they are 
at the moment, but in their antecedents, their 
training and their home life. Making marriage 
more difficult undoubtedly will serve as a de- 


terrent, but to correct the condition requires 


an attack on its fundamental causes. 
In most ways the world has progressed, 


evil. In the old days hasty marriage was not 
a problem, and it would be fortunate if in this 
respect the clock could be. turned backward. 
Making mandatory a three-day notice of in- 
tention to wed will not steady-the foolish, nor 
will the establishment of premarriage advice 
bureaus insure that the advice will “take.” 


LAWN TENNIS, OR TENNIS, WHICH? 


The old dispute as to the proper nomencla- 
ture of the two widely different games, now 
officially known as tennis and lawn tennis, 
respectively, has at length come to a head in 
England, with a great digging up of old docu- 
ments and records by the champions of the 
former and a wondrous display of casuistry 
as well as of erudition on both sides. There 
was not much room for any parading of his- 
‘tory by the ‘advocates of lawn -tennis, for it 
is “a~ ‘comparatively modern invention, having 
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; ay-lke game 
of. the caliber. of croquet or battledore 
shuttlecock, In fact, in those early days, 
was sometimes, more derisively still, ap 
nated “pat-ball,” the implication being that 
it was a pastime suited to’ lackadaisical and 
languishing girls and effeminate young men. 
How far the game has belied these aspersions 
on its *character, and to what extent it has 
developed, any one who has seen Tilden in 
action, with his cannon-ball service and ‘his 
severe and sizzling cross-court returns, ean 
abundantly testify. And:he is only one of 
many—men and women—who have turned 
sphairistike into an extremely strenuous game. 

From the ‘welter of precedents that have 
been quoted, it would appear that the word 
tennis is plainly a generic one, applicable 
equally to the game as played in the open 
air or against the walls of “close” courts. It 
is alluded to by Chaucer; who died in 1400, 
some 135 years earlier than the setting-up of 
the first roofed-in close court in England, and 
was probably of great antiquity even in his 
time. It is also contended that it is the open- 
air game that Elizabethan and Jacobean audi- 
ences would have had in mind, as they listened 
to the various references to tennis that occur 
in Shakespeare’s plays, It was certainly on 
an open court that Giustiniani, the Venetian 
ambassador, saw Henry VIII performing in 
1519, when he sent to ‘the Seignory the cele- 
brated dispatch, in which he said that “‘it is 
the prettiest thing in the world to see him 
play, his fair skin glowing through his shirt of 
the finest. texture,”’ for the rest of the king’s 
costume consisted of slippers and shorts, and 
a gentleman usher stood by with a coat of blue 
velvet to wrap him up in at the end of the 
game, lest he should catch cold. Such a pre- 
caution would have been scarcely necessary 
had the court been a close one, and we know 
that the oldest close roofed-in tennis court ia 
Europe, namely, that at Hampton Court palace, 
did not have the roof put on until 1535. 

As sphairistike, or lawn tennis, is now almost 
universally known simply as tennis, the suzg- 
gestion has been made that that appellation 
should be allowed to stand, and that the other 
variant of the game, namely, that. played 
against walls, with its tambour, grille, and 
dedans, should be called, for distinction, either 
“royal tennis” or ‘close tennis.“ The only 
objection to this arrangement is likely to come 
from the partisans of the latter; who, relying 
on the prescriptive right conferred by undis- 
puted possession during 392 years, may not 
care to give up a tittle of their claim. They, 
however, are but a small minority, and it 
seems ordained that usage, the final arbiter in 


j all such matters, will eventually establish, as 


the appropriate name for the zame played 
with racket and ball across a net, the one 
unqualified word—tennis.

It has spread into every 
land and enrolled among the membership are 
boys of every race and creed. Congress char- 
tered the Boy Scouts of America in 1917. 
Yesterday in a letter to the, committee in 
charge Gen. Summerall, chief of staff of the 
Army, expressed earnest approval of the move- 
ment, “‘on account of its strong influence in 
inculcating in our youth the important prin- 
ciples of loyalty, industry, altruism, patriotism 
and reverence.” 

President Coolidge wrote some time ago: 
“There has been no single movement in our 
Nation that has been of greater advantage to 
our national] life than that represented by the 
Boy Scouts of America.’”’ 
wrote: “I am very glad to give my sympathy 
and support to such a movement as this.” — 

Every red-blooded American boy does want 
to be a scout, and the opportunity to help at 
least 3,000 more of them to join rests with 
the people of Washington today. Step up to 
the “‘captain’s office’ on Fourteenth street in 
the Wyatt Building, and put in a lick for the 
boys of Washington. 


RELIEF TO STOCKHOLDERS. 


It may be taken for granted that Ogden 
Mills, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, ro- 
flected, in his article made public yesterday, 
what the Treasury will recommend when the 
question of tax reduction comes before Con- 
gress.

The Housekeeper 


ECAUSE of the recent suggestion 
B of ham—a small cottage ham—as 

@ supper dish for summer which 
we gave recently over the radio, and 
because Of the great number of recipes 
that have gone forward to our friends 
both of our radio hour and our col- 
umn, I am going to plan not one but 
two menus today, one that will give a 
recipe for spring lamb that will appeal 
to many of us, and one menu to in- 
clude ham, which I suspect a good 
many of us have on hand at.this time. 
We disposed of our requested recipes 
the other day—to our glory and grati- 
fication—but other requests have, of 
course, by th:3 time rr ‘ed the studio. 
There are some that we shall add to 
the near future, but I do wish to say 
to our friends that now, as never be- 
fore, are we faced here at the studio 
with a volume of mail, and that we are 
seldom able to answer “at once” any: 
requests that come to us. The letters 
that come are placed in a rack in the 
order in which they arrive, and then 
in turn given attention. It is true, of 
course, that we are sometimes inclined 
to sidestep this policy when it is a mat- 
ter constituting an emergency—but on 
the whole it. is. necessary—as doubt- 
less we all realize—to take up all mat- 
ters in their respective turn. 


MENU. 
Jellied Consomme 
Toasted Crackers Radishes 
Lamb Fillets, Sauteed 
Creamed Potatoes 
String Beans Dressed Lettuce 
Strawberries with Cream 
Cafe Noir. 

For this menu we shall need in the 
main a recipe for the lamb fillets, and 
we have planned this menu with an 
eye to the situation encountered in the 
meat markets at this time. Spring 
lamb is high, and yet we wish to enjoy 
its pleasure while it is a delicacy. By 
using the fore. quarter of the animal 
rather than the leg, which being more 
in demand brings a higher price, we can 
have spring lamb for as little as we pay 
for our usual cuts of beef. The meat 
from the plate may be used for these 
lamb fillets, or any cut from the fore 
quarter of the animal. The plate cuts 
and their kin are far cheaper, we will 
remember, than the chops and legs of 
the animal. Now for the recipe for the 
fillets. 


Lai b Fillets Sauteed. 


I >move the bones from two and a 
half pound piece of lamb and cut the 


the meat tmto narrow pieces from about |} 


three quarters of an inch to an inch in 
thickness. With a broad bladed instru- 
ment of some order, flatten these pieces 
somewhat and then arrange them on a 
plate in a manner to facilitate covering 
them with a dressing made of vinegar 
and oil (equal parts), a small white 
onion either grated or ground and a bit 
of parsely choppéd very fine, and, of 


‘course, the necessary salt and pepper. 


Pour this dressing over the lamb and al- 
low it to remain over night or all day 
covered closely. Then, just before serv- 
ing sautee the pieces in just sufficient 
butter to prevent their sticking to the 
hot frying pan into which they are 
dropped. 


Here is a menu that will provide for 
the use of leftover ham, one that may 
be used as either a luncheon dish or as 
@ dinner dish. 


MENU. 
Stuffed Celery 
Radishes Sweet Pickles 
Creamed Ham on Toast 
Vegetable Soup

For this menu we ‘shall require the 
ham, and bly the sc'ad recipes.

as a matter of fact, one of the very few 
that gives all that we should have by 
way of green for a meal. It can take 
the place, with our meat, of all the usual 
foods incidental to a meal, We may 
do without potato or any hot vegetable 
and serve with our meat (Which, in 
this case, has a cream sauce). just this 
salad, and have a satisfactory and well- 
proportioned — 


Creamed Ham on. Toast. 

Dice at leas’ ne cup of cold boiled 
ham and set aside. Place one table- 
spoon of butter in frying pan and allow 
it to melt. Add to this 9g Sorell one 
tablespoon of flour, a forth teaspoon of 
salt and a few grains of a ah OO: 


stantly, cook 
the sauce thickens, Add the ham to the 
sauce and add one hard cooked egg that 


string beans and a half cup of lima 
beans until all are tender. Drain them 
and chill them thoroughly. Add ‘to 
these ingredients one onion very thinly 
sliced (onion may be omitted), one green 
pepper cut in thin rings, one cucumber 
thinly sliced that has been in cold 
salted water for two or more hours, nd 
mi: these ingredients with highly sea- 
soned French dressing sufficient: in 
quantity to moisten them well. A bit 
ot garlic may be added to the dressing, 
and red pepper materially helps it. 
Add vegetables to dressing and when 
this whole mixture is thoroughly chill- 
ed it is to be heaped on a hed of crisp 
yellow lettuce leaves and topped with a 
bit of mayonnaise. 


We have here a request for the car- 
rot marmalade that we gave some time 
last August. May I suggest that, un- 
less this reader. wishes to make just a 
small amount for immediate consump- 
tion, carrots are not now at their low- 
est price. They are good, of course, 
and we use them constantly for 
a vegetable, but they will be much 
cheaper later on when they mature 
here in our own locality, and if this 
preserving is to be an investment in 
the future, wait and invest in July and 


August, when the carrots will be better.

Carrot Marmalade (Given Us by Mrs. 
Nelson). 


Wash and scrape enough carrots to 
make two level. cupfuls after they have 
been cooked in boiling water until soft 
enough to put through the colander. 
Measure: 

2 cups carrots. 

4 cups granulated sugar (not to fol- 
low). 

2 large oranges. 

2 lemmons. 

Grate enough peel from an orange 
and lemon to make a teaspoon (of the 
two mixed) when measured. Then ex- 
tract the juice from the oranges and 
lemons and mix all together and cook 
until clear and thick, stirring fre- 
quently to prevent scorching. 

(Note—We found, in testing this re- 
cipe here at the studio, that this 
amount of sugar made a very sweet 
marmalade. The sugar may be re- 
duced slightly, or the lemon juice add- 
ed to. The sugar, however, may be re- 
duced without danger and this seems 
to me the — cnmelliiiie mnseteioeiemsinase alteration.

WHY DO CHILDREN HAVE RHEU- 
* MATISM? 

HE British research council has 
5 has been trying to discover why 
, children have rheumatism and, 
incidentally, what can be done to pre- 
yent it. One conclusion that they 
came to was that poverty contributed 
somehow or other to rheumatism. 

‘ Im a group of about 1,000 families it 
was found that rheumatism was about 
20 times as prevalent among those poor 
enough to use charity’ hospitals as it 
Was among the well-to-do. 

Studying more closely, they came to 
the conclusion that rheumatism was 
not caused by poverty, but by some- 
thing associated with or incidental to 
poverty. One of these causes was cloth- 

Poor children who were very 
thinly clad were especially prone to 
have rheumatism. . Children who wore 
warm clothes were likely to escape. 
Exposure to cold was another factor 
which contributed to rheumatism. 
Lack of maternal care was another con- 
tributing cause. 


The study did not indicate that in- 
heritance was a factor. There was 
more likely to be multiple cases of 
rheumatism in a family among broth- 
ers and sisters or among cousins, par- 
ents, uncles and aunts. It was likely 
to prevail horizontally rather than ver- 
tically in the families studied. 

The study seemed to indicate that 
neither rheumatism nor a tendency to. 
the disease was inherited. 

A careful study was made to find 
the answer to the question: “Is rheu- 
matism contagious?” The commission 
found no evidence that it is. 

“If, then, rheumatism is not conta- 
eh and it is not inherited, why are 

n multiple cases in families? The 
answer is that the same environmental 
conditions surround the several mem- 
pers of the family, and that several are 
likely to succumb.

The commission was:‘of the opinion 
that the condition of the tonsils was 
an important factor in rheumatism. 
And yet they thought this explanation 
of rheumatism was being overworked. 
In their study, one-fourth of all the 
children with rheumatism had healthy, 
normal tonsils when there were ton- 
sils. Nearly one-half of all the cases 
had their first attack of rheumatism 
after the tonsils had been removed. 

Contrary to the opinions of other in- 
vestigators, this commission held that 
damp houses was not a factor in rheu- 
matism. 

They favored having the health de- 
partment notified of every case of rheu- 
matism, but they did not think noti- 
fication should be compulsory. 

In one-half of all the cases the rheu- 
matic patient emerged from his attack 
with a crippled heart.

EW YORK, May 23 (By A. P.).— 

Jack Sharkey is “as good a 

fighter” as Gene Tunney ever 
has seen in the heavyweight ranks, 
the world’s heavyweight champion said 
today. 

“Sharkey is fast, clever—a _ hitter. 
He’s just the type you can not lay back 
against, because he’ll outpoint you. If 
you try to outpoint him, he’s liable to 
knock you out.

character of women teachers in the 
District schools. She spoke in praise of 
married teachers in a school now at- 
tended by two of her own children. 
Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley, representing 
the Federation of Women’s Clubs, spoke 
next, holding it “unfair discrimination” 
to prohibit a woman from teaching be- 
cause she is married. She had previ- 
ously challenged the board’s authority 


‘to make such a ruling. 


Later in the discussion, when a dele- 
gat>s demanded that Mrs. Swanton name 
those teachers “she considered so vile,” 
Mrs. Swanton declared she had been 
misunderstood, and had not attacked 
the character of teachers. 

“My point is that the work is too 
strenuous for a woman who has house- 
hold duties also,” she said. “And it is 
demoralizing to men to have wives they 
are not willing to suppo 

Mrs. Jennie O. Berliner of the Wom- 
an’s Bar Association, said that while 
she had been’ forced. to work to sup- 
port her family, she had a son with a 
Ph. D. degree and a daughter she 
is sending to medical school. This, 
she said, is adequate illustration that 
& woman can both teach and rear a 

family. 

Harry N. Stull and Mr. Gregory,’ of 
the Staunton Park Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, spoke in opposition to married 
teachers. Mr. Stull said retention of 
teachers after marriage is unfair to 
girls graduating from normal school 
with no prospect of appointment. His 
fellow-delegate said married teachers 
often are absent, encouraging employ- 
ment of substitutes, which, he said, 
is bad for the children. 

A representative of the Northeast 
Citizens Association said most married 
teachers “are not and never will be 
mothers. " He said a great many have 

“some lazy loafer” for a husband, who 
is dependent on his wife's salary. 

“It’s none of the board’s ness 
whether or not a teacher is, married,” 
Guilford Jamieson, of the Lincoln Park 
Citizens Association, said. He declared 
the problem to be considered dealt pri- 
marily with efficiency. 

George Moore, of the Barnard Parent- 
Teacher Association, asked if the board 
had any more authority to prohibit 
employment of married women than 
they had of discontinuing employment 
of married men or of judging a teacher 
on the color of her eyes. 

Henry Gilligan, member of the board, 
replied that if the community is in

420 Bar Married Teachers. 


‘ Quoting the résults of a recent edu- 
cational survey, Dr. Ballou said school 
boards in 420 cities had prohibited em- 
ployment of married teachers, while 
those in 516 had not, and in 18 had 
conditiona] rules in effect. He declared 
that a survey showed boards in 780 
cities gave preference to unmarried 
teachers and 99 did not, 

Following opening of the meeting 
by Mrs. Lillian Y. Herron, vice presi- 
dent of the board, Dr, Ballou sub- 
mitted nine questions he. said the 
board considers involved in the prob- 
lem, He asked delegates to submit 
them to their own organizations for 
Action, reporting the results to the 
school board. 

“They are not intended even to sug- 
gest a policy,” he said. “They do. re- 
late to the possible scope and to the 
various administrative aspects of the 
question.” 

The questions submitted were as 
follows: 

“Should married women be admitted 
to the normal schools as students? If 
not, what are the reasons against their 
admission? 

“If a girl student enrolled in the 
normal school marries during her 
course, should she be permitted to com- 
plete her course and graduate from the 
school? If not, what are the reasons 
against it? 

“If a graduate of the normal school 
marries following graduation, but pre- 
ceding her appointment to a position 
in the public schools, should her mar- 
riage make her ineligible for such ap- 
pointment? What are the reasons 
against such appointment? 


Nine Questions Asked. 


“Should a married woman be de- 
— ineligible to enter the open com- 

etitive. examinations conducted for 
qualifying teachers for appointment in 
the elementary schools, junior high 
schools, senior high schools, normal 
schools and all other public schools of 
Washington? If so, what are the rea- 
sons? 

“If a woman teacher marries subse- 
quent to her appointment, should she 
be required to resign from service? 
If so, what are the reasons? 

“If a woman teacher who has re- 
signed from public school service has 
married and requests reinstatement, 
should the Board of Education refuse 
to reinstate her on the grounds of her 
marriage? If so, why? 

“If a woman teacher on leave of ab- 
sence should marry while on leave, 
should the Board of Education refuse 
to reinstate her? If so, why? 

“Should a married woman now on 
maternity leave be reinstated as pro- 
vided for under the present rules of the 
‘Board of Education? If not, for what 
reason? Between 50 and 60 teachers 
now on maternity leave. 

“If regulations are adopted by the 
Board of Education hereafter disquali- 
fying married women for appointment 
in the public schools of Washington, 
should married women now be allowed 
to continue in service, or be required 
to resign?”

Louisiana and Texas ranches, sped here 
and there rounding up cattle and herd- 
ing them to safety on high ground. 

The population of refugee concen- 
tration camps was growing. More than 
1,000 had reached the camp at La Fay- 
ette during today and it was estimated 
that at the present rate of growth the 
camp would have 20,000 persons by the 
end of the week. 

Rains which swept the flood district 
during the last several days had ceased. 
Camps quickly were drained of water 
and men and women, who had been 
forced to-flee to the camps from their 
homes, only to seek a second refuge 
from the rains, were returning. 

The levees 
bank, of ‘the Atchafalaya, about 120 
miles northwest of New Orleans, on the 
west side of the Mississippi River, still 
were holding tonight, but more than 
2,000 men were engaged in the battle 
against the sweeping current. 


Robinson Asks Committee 


To Aid Flood Problem Now 


Immediate consideration of the flood 
problem by the committees of the 
House and Senate charged with such 
matters was urged yesterday by Senator 
Joseph T. ‘Robinson, of Arkansas, 
minority leader of the Senate. 

The proposal, which Senator Robin- 
son said had the approval of all of the 
minority senators with whom he had 
consulted, calls the assembly by mutual 
consent of the reelected members of 
the House committee on flood control 
and the Senate committee on interstate 
commerce for the purpose of ‘studying 
the flood question and methods which 
would prevent recurrence of the dis- 
aster that has struck the Mississippi 
Valley. 

By having the two committees get to 
work at once, Senator Robinson be- 
lieves, much of the preliminary work 
that will be necessary can be done be- 
fore Congress meets and full recom- 
mendations for legislation be offered 
early in the next ‘session. 

One idea contained in the Arkansas 
senator’s. plan which would cause some 
difficulty is that the Democrats be 
granted additional places on the Sen- 
ate interstate commerce committee be- 
cause of the increased number of seats 
that the minority will have in the next 
Congress. Doubt was expressed last 
night that Senator Robinson and Sena- 
tor Charles Curtis, of Kansas, could 
agree on any such plan as the former 
suggests.

Coal Operator, Long 
Sought, Surrenders 


- The fight started two years ago by 
Thomas F. Barrett, coal operator, to 
avoid extradition to Sullivan county, 
Pa., for trial on an indictment charg- 
ing false pretenses, has ended, accord- 
ing to a telegram received yesterday 
by District Attorney Peyton Gordon 
from J. H. Thayer, county prosecutor, 
who announced that Barrett had sur- 
rendered.

—— ‘application of the — River 
Corporatidn for permission to develop 
the Great Falls. water power project 
again. will throw.this matter before 
Congress; it was made known: yester- 
day, but it is considered unlikely that 
‘anything definite will be done 
-. Senators Norris, of Nebraska; John- 
gon, of’ California; Dill, of Washington, 
and’ Blaine, of Wisconsin, have written 
‘the Federal Power Commission asking 
that action be withheld on: the: Poto- 
mac corporation’ s application until 
Congress meets. This opposition, it ‘is 
believed, will serve to hold up the mat- 
ter, although the. commission has au- 
thority to act definitely within the next 
six or eight weeks. 

The four senators are advocates of 
government ownership of: water power 
‘projects,’ and’ ‘Senator Norris for the 
past several years’ blocked any at- 
tempt at private aperasion, of Great

of. Muscle’ Shoals and Boulder Dam, it 
is pointed out, and while supporters of 
these two projetts are. hopeful. that 
they can both: be disposed of at the 
next session, there is a strong belief 
that Congress would not then be in the 

mood to dispose also of Great Falls. 


Before Congress: 10 Years. 


Both the Great Falls and Muscle 

Shoals. problems have been before Con- 
gress for some ten. years and the fact 
that that body has not yet been able 
to agree on what to do with Muscle 
Shoals: leaves little hope for the pro- 
ponents .of..government operation of 
Great Falls. The tendency now, in fact, 
is to. lease Muscle Shoals to private 
operators. 
'~ Chairman Zihiman, of the House 
District committee, has sponsored bills 
at virtually every session for some kind 
of ‘development: of the falls. It is his 
attitude that. the project should be 
developed, ‘but he does not believe he 
will be able to. get_ a government opera- 
tion measure through the House. 

“What chance’ has a bill of this kind 
with the. Government’ now having 
Muscle Shoals on its hands?” he asks. 
“Certainly 435 nrembers of the House 
are not’.going to approve of it taking 
on another. project.” 

Congress is. concerned in Great Falls 
only in ‘so’ far asit involves government 
operation. As concerns private owner- 
ship its province would be solely to pre~- 
vent private operation by special legisia- 
tion. And such legislation, it is 
pointed out, would. be to an extent 
@ nullification of the Federal power 
act; This act, creating the power com- 
mission, gives it full authority to, dis- 
pose. of the waterpower projects. 

Senator Norris, writing from his sum- 
mer home Jn Waupaca,.Wis., pointed 
out that the Senate has three times 
passed measures for government opera- 
tion of the falls, but none.of these 
m@asures has been able to get through 
the House. 

“From newspaper reports I learn 
‘that. the Federal. Power Commission 
has under consideration a request for 
@ -permit to develop hydroelectric 
power at Great Falls,” the senator 
wrote, .“I desire to call the attention 
of: the commission to the fact that 
the Federal’ Government has spent 
many thousands of dollars in investi- 
gating the possibilities of the hydro- 
electric power:at Great Falls. Congress 
‘has appropriated public funds and 
several investigations have been made. 


Bill Passed Three Times. 


“Since I have been’ in Congress we 
have had the report of Col. Langfitt. 
He spent ‘$620,000 of public funds in 
making an investigation, and upon 
that investigation he made 2 very 
comprehensive report to Congress. The 
last investigation’ was made by Maj. 
Tyler. It was'even more full and com- 


a bill for the development of power at 
Great Falls. The last. one. was a de- 
yelopment in accordance with the re- 
ort of Maj. Tyler. At one time—I - 
hink it te the second time it passed 
the Senate—it was in the form of an 
amendment to an ‘appropriation bill. 
The conferees compromised by provid- 
ing that another investigation should 
be made and that the project should 
be resurveyed because so’ much time 
had elapsed since the prior survey 
of Col. Langfitt.

All this would 
indicate that Congress has. been con- 
templating for some time the passage 
of a-law which-would provide for the 
development of hydroelectric energy 
at. Great Falls. The Tyler report con- 
tains, in addition to the power dam, 
several and was. very com- 
plete in every way. After this report 
ad been made the Senate again passed 
‘the bill, and while the House commit- 
had hearings and did considerable 
work on it no final action was had. 
“Tt would | sea m to be apparent that 
the Federal Power Commission should 
await. final action. of Congress before 
granting a. lease to any private cor- 
poration to construct this project. Un- 
der these. circumstances it appears to 
me that it is only necessary to call your 
attention to the action of Congress in 
order to delay taking any action in the 
way of ‘leasing this concession to any 
private person or corporation. I most > 
earnestly hope, therefore, that you will 
not enter into any lease until Con- 
gress has ‘been given more time to final- 
ly. pass upon the subject. .It will be 
noted that each time the matter has 
come before the Senate it has passed 
that bill by a very large majority. It 
has been; without doubt, the intention 
of the Senate, and I believe of the 
House, to finally develop this power at 
Great —* Be overnmental action. 
' “As s00 reconvenes next. . 
December. ri intend to reintroduce. the 
bill in the same form in which it has - 
previously’ the Senate, and I.
